advertising for a department store 
chain Trump controls. 
_ “You son of a gun, you're killing 
me,’ said Trump, who related that a 
Post reporter called him about the 
same time as the advertising re- 
quest to ask whether the stores were 
closing. 


Kalikow, who bought the financial- 
ly ailing paper in March, was sitting 
a few feet away in the audience.
